In the course of one of the series of addresses made by him “during his 
tour of Western Canada, Premier Mackenzie King said: “The only way to 
solve problems is to reduce, if possible, the cost of production—the cost ot 
living.” = 7 

No one is likely to take exception to this statement except that many 
people will say that the qualifying words, “if possible,” should be eliminated. 
Few things are impossible ‘of achievement if men are determined in their 
efforts to reach any desired end. So far as’ bringing about a reduction jn 
the costs of production in Canada, and therefore in the cost of living, there 
can be no question but that it is possible. As Rotarians say, it can be donc. 

But it is not going to be done if such a large percentage of Canadian 
manufacturers continue to pursue their present policy of importing enormous 
quantities of raw materials, or semi-manufactured articles, for use in their 
finished products, and which could be obtained from Canada’s own great 
wealth of natural resources and the whole process cf manufacture carried out 
in Canada instead of only a part of it. 

Canada’s adverse balance of trade with the United States is largely made 
up of importations by Canadian manufacturers of materials and supplies which 
could be obtained and produced within Canada. Too many Canadian-manu- 
facturers prefer to follow the “easy way” of importation instead of utilizing 
a portion of their own capital in the development for use of the natural re- 
sources of this Dominion.

In Russia 


With Winter Comes Famine Conditions 
Which Confronts’ the Soviet 
Only a few months ago the Soyict 
press discussed projects aimed at in- 
creasing the exportation of grain from 
Russia und at conquering Huropesn 
markets. But soon afterwards there 
appeared in the Moseow dailies tele- 
grams on the failure of crops in various 
parts of the country, while a month or 
two later, towards the end of July, it 
Was stated that at least six to seven 
million people would be menaced with 
starvation in the course of the winter 
to come. 
“Meonomicheskaya Zhin,” the official 
EPOnOIMe organ of the Soviets, defines 
: follows the scope of the approach- 
ing crisis: “In 1921, when a disastrous 
famine ravaged Russia’s southeastern 
provinees, the whole country produc- 
cd only one-half of the grain she used 
to produce before the war. This year 
her production has been equal to Lwo- 
thirds of the pre-war figure.  EHenee 
the nuanber of famine-sufferers will be 
insignificant as compared with 1921, 
when up to thirty millions were af- 
fected by the unprecedented calamity. 
The Soviet Government will be able lo 
save the famine-sufferers from starva- 
tion by its own efforts and out of Its 
own resources.” ; 
This is, however, 
which can hardly 
what one reads between the Jines of 
reports printed in the “Izviestia’ and 
“Pravda.” For instance, the mere 
enumeration of regions that have suf- 
fered from the drought makes it clear 
that the famine-stricken area will be 
wider this year than it was in 1921. 
It is not only Vo'ga provinecs and the 
Ukraine that are now inenveed with 
starvation; to these enorinous reglons 
must be added also important parts of 
Central Russia which did not suffer 
three years ago and will now experi- 
ence the famine for the first time. 
Whatever be the precise proportions 
ot the disaster, it is clear that any 
government confronted with it should 
wake a series of measures dirseted to 
counteract its eventual consequences. 
It is evident that the exportation of 
grain from the country should be pro- 
hibited, and that all philanthropic or- 
ganizations should be urged to con- 
bine their efferts in combating the 
calamity, Such would be undouiti- 
edly the attitude ef any other gorvcrn- 
ment; but the Soviet Government has 
its own way of looking al things.— 
New York Outlook.

Experiments Made at Scott Experi- 
mental Station With Sunflower, 
Silage 
In both of the two years that an-ex- 
periment has been tried at the Scott, 
Sask., Dominion experimental station 
in silage versus no silage for fattening 
yearling steers, those sllage-fed were 
more uniformly finished than those re- 


ceiving straw and grain only. In the 
latter group some of the steers were 
quite fat while a number of others 


were not so well finished. Both lots 
received the-same grain ration and all 
the straw they would consume. One 
lot reéeived all the sunflower silage 
the cattle would devour and it was 
this lot that showed the most uniform 
finish. The other lot received no suc- 
culent feed. 

In an experiment conducted siniul- 
taneously to ascertain the quantity of 
silage it was desirable should be given 
for fattening steers, a light ration of 
silage was compared with feeding all 
the silage the antinals would consume, 
another object being to determine 
whether the silage only furnished 4 
succulent feed that acted as a condi- 
tioner or whether it actually provid- 
ed valuable nutrients that would econ- 
omically replace the straw. The sii- 
age had been made from immature 
sunflowers, one lot of steers receiv- 
ing 30 pounds per animal per day and 


the other twenty pounds. It was 
found that the steers receiving the 


heavier silage ration increasek $2.84 
more in value than those receiving the 
lighter ration. Those receiving the 
least silage consumed the most straw, 
52 pounds more grain to make 100 
pounds of gain, and showed $2.40 more 
profit per steer. Thre average cost of 
feeding steers valuing silage at 35 per 
fon was, heaviest silage ration, $37.20; 
light ‘ration silage, $82,238. The re- 
isults show that the steers fed the 
liielter ration made a profit of $18.80 

per head, while the profit from those 
receiving the heavier ration was $15.90.

Valuable Knowledge Is Secured As A 
Result Of Investiqation 

Some of the oldest buildings in Can- 
ida now standing were built of wood.

been carrying on investigations for 
some years, Expert technical knowl- 
edge on the prevention of decay has 
been secured as a result of decay 
studies in some hundreds of large 
buildings, 

What is almost of cqual importance 
to Canadian industry is the series of 
mechanical and physical tests which 
the laboratories are conducting on the 
strength of Canadian timbers. Data 
has now been obtained for practical- 
Iy all Canadian timbers of any com- 
‘merelal value, and these are available 
to architects, engineers, builders and 
others interested in construction work.

Carbon Monoxide Poisoning 
In Small Garages 


Danger of Exhaust From Engine in 
Small, Closed Space 

The newspapers recently carried a 
news item of the dearth from carbon 
monoxide poisoning, of a prominent 
Baltimore mau, who was found dead in 
his garage with the engine of his auto- 
mobile still running. . With the onset: 
of colder weather such accidents will 
probably increase in frequency, says 
the surgeon-general of the United 
States Public Health Service, who 
warns automobile owners of the dan- 
ger involved In running a gasoline en- 
gine in a small closed space for any 
considerable period of time.

“Cannot the polico advise me what 
to do with this man?” 

The judge turned appeallngly to the 
guardians of the law, but they could 
not, because there was no provision 
for such cues. 

The scene was a courtroom, no 
doubt a crowded one, in a large Cana- 
dian clty, and the problem which was 
puzzling the judge was one which is 
a familiar old bugbear in Canadian 
courtrooms at the present time. What 
is to be done with Lhat human derelict, 
the creature “whose future has heen 
wrecked and physical condition shat- 
tered by his addiction to the use of 
drugs?” 

One more derclict has been (oesaa 
upon the rocks and the oMfcers of jus- 
tice could do nothing to saye him be- 
vause “There was no provision for 
such cases.” There he was, emaciat- 
ed and shaking with weakness, cling- 
Ing to the edge of the dock. It seems 
that he had been sentenced somo 
months before to two years in a penl- 
tentlary for having been caught with 
narcotic drugs in hig possession. But 
when found to be tubercular ho was 
glven his liberty. Apparently “there 
was no provision for such cases.” 

Now, once more in court, he was 
pleading that he be sent somewhere, 
anywhere, for treatment, where some 
salvage might be made of his ruined 
life, or where, at least, he might be 
allowed to live out his remaining days. 
But he was reluctantly thrown back 
into the world from which he sought 
to escape. The oflicers of justice 
were powerless to do otherwise—be- 
cause “there was no provision for such 
cases.”

degree, a lot of misery, suffering and 
crime, not only to our present-day. so- 
clety> but to the generations yet un- 
born.” ; 

The problem of the narcotic drug 
habit in Canada has been traced back 
at least to the year 1880 when first 
statistics relating to it were made 
available, There are now in Canada 
at least 10,000 bound in abject and 
horrible slaveryt—a small elty! And 
still we have no provision for such 
cases.
